TUB HARRISON REPUBLICANS. 


Republicans as 
well as Democrats 


throughout Narad* and other silver-pro 
ducing States arc dividrd on thesilrer 
question. In son.e counties iu the State 
Republican Conventions havejrepudiated 
Harmon and declared for 
eaver, while 


io this county the Republicans in con- 
rention renewed their allegiance to Har- 
rison. 


To aroid ambiguity and prevent con- 


fusions in referring to these two classes 
of Republicans it is well to designate 
them as silver or Weaver Republican* 
and as Harrison Republicans. 
In this 


county Harrison's adherenti control the 
party machinery, and at "therisk of their 
lives," as the Chairman of the County 
Convention 
puts 
it, "are straight- 


out, true-blue Republicans," while in 
Esmeralda they are Weaver or silver Re- 
publicans. 


When the Republican party was organ 


ized over thirty years ago its cardinal 
principle was to prevent the extension of 
slavery. To day the cardinal principles 
of the party, as formulated at the Mione 
apolis Convention and proclaimed by the 
standard bearer of the party, President 
Harrison, are briefly summarized, a high 
tariff on certain articles, Federal'control 
of •lections, and opposition to the free 
coinage of silver, until the moneyed porv 
cm of Europe fiud it to their interckt to 
consent to such an arrangement. To be 
a Republican, therefore, a person must 
among other thioga, oppose the free coin 
age of silver until a monetary conference, 
in which gold men will have a large ma 
jority, agree to it. To say t'j»t "I am a 
Republican, and in favor of the free coin- 
age of silver" ia a contradiction of terms, 
as one is wholly irreconcilable with the 
other. 
It is as inconsistent as it would 


ba for a Cleveland man to say "I am a 
Democrat and in ftivor of a high protect 
ive tariff on the necessaries of life," yet 
it is what the Republican Convention, 
which met in Reuo last Saturday, de- 
clares. 


The convention nominated a legislative 


and county ticket, and was mnch more 
circumspect in its choice of men than in 
its declaration of principles. The ticket 
is composed of good men, some of whom 
are doubtless deceived by party mana- 
gers, who have placed them in a false po- 
sition before the public. They are mad* 
to reassert their faith in the cardina 
principles of the Republican party, one 
of which is opposition to free coina^t 
and to oppose a resolution "commending 
the financial policy of President Hani- 
son as buing far better for Nevada than 
that of Cleveland, Weaver or Bidwell.' 
Thin, of course, is inconsistent, but it 
seems to be politics, as understood by 
the "straight-out, true-blue" Republicans 
of Washoo county. 


That the fratners of the platform do 


not believe in the agitation of free coin- 
age is apparent from the fact that they 
did not endorse nor commend the course 
of Senator Stewart and others who have 
been championing the cause and win 
ning plaudits from every trne advocate 
of remonetization, not only in Nevada, 
but throughout the United States. 


It remained for n "straight-out, true 


blue,1' Republican eonveniton in the sil- 
ver producing Stato of Nuvad.i, which 
is to-dity suffering from unprecedented 
business depression, caused by the clos- 
ing of mines, throwing hundreds of men 
out of employment, to reassert its faith 
in a party which gave only eight votes 
ia the House of Representatives two or 
three months ago for the Stewart free 
coinage bill and utterly and absolutely 
Ignore the author of 
that 
bill and 


the 
men 
who 
passed 
it 
through 


the 
United States Senate. 
Voters, 


you who place the free coinage of silver 
and State prosperity above the success of 
party, men who are struggling to make 
a living and mjn who are thrown out of 
employment, do you approra such pro- 
cedure and will you sanction it at the 
polls?

CAMOH CITY, October 3.—Senator Stew- 


art spoke in this city to night upon the sil- 
ver question to a crowded noose. Special 
trains were ran from Beoo and Virginia 
City, bonfires blazed on tbe street corners, 
brass bands played and a majority of the 
citizens of Carson were on tbe etieets. 


Senator Stewart organ speaking at 8 


o'clock and held the close attention of tbe 
audience for more than two 'boors. He 
explained the surreptitious manner io 
wbiob silver was demonetized, and ata'ed 
tbat although Wood born in his Virginia 
City speech bad charged him with com- 
plicity in tbe matter, tbat not only himself 
tmt President Grant, Speaker Blalne, Sen- 
ators Tbnrcuan, VoTheeg and many others 
whose integrity is beyond question have 
repeatedly asserted tbat the bill was pasted 
without tbnir cognizance. 


Senator Stewart reviewed tbe disastrous 


effects of the demonetization of silver on 
tbe producing classes, stating that in tbe 
loM twenty years tbe average price of tbe 
general range of commodities bad decreased 
folly forty per cent, and tbe value of farms 
fifty per cent. He stated tbat independent 
action on tbe part ot the people of Nevada 
in tbe interests of silver was necessary to 
secure free coinage.

Their pub- 
lished statements about tbe enormous in- 
crease of deposits in the saving backs of 
the money center* are calculated to mislead 
tbe people by creating the impre§«ion that 
the people at large are doius; well and in- 
creasing th?ir deposits in tbe banks when 
•neb is far from tbe cane. These saving 
banks a<-e not doing business for their 
health ; tbf y are uot building vaults (or the 
purpose of holding tbe dtposilors money 
nutil tbey get ready to use it. Tbe bankers 
mow that a great majority of the people 
re in debt aod have to have money at any 
oat and will agree to any terms dictated by 
he money kings. Tbe debtors realize the 
ituation that under onr plutocratic legiala- 
iou the money leaner has the call and can 
make him a financial wreck by saying the 
word. 
Anothtr matter in regard to the

James Curtis, » Negro, Shoot* Him In 


Idaho. . 


The following account of the killing of 


J. L. Lepper by Jas. Curtis, it negro, is 
taken from the Boise Statesman. 
Mr. 


Leeper was a former resident of Reno, 
having worked at the printing t::ade while 
here, and was a brother of our fellow 
townsman, Charlie Leeper: 


James Curtis, the negro who on Tuesday 


morning at Falk's store killed J. L. Lseper, 
was yesterday lodged in the county jail by 
Deputy Sheriff's E. E. Morton and Ed 
Blanch ard. 


OD Thursday Justice Bishop held Curtis 


without bail to await the action of the No- 
vember Grand Jury. 


From information now fat baud it aeems 


that Curtis was not so fully justified in 
shooting Leeper as was at first supposed 


Tbe Coroner's fury empaneled by Jus- 


tice Bishop found that Leeper'* death had 
been caused by gun shots wounds in the 
bowels and groin, inflicted by the negro. 


Tbe testimony adduced at the inquest 


and 
at 
the 
preliminary 
examination 


showed that Curtis, who had been em- 
ployed as cook at one of William Stewart's 
oattlfl camps about two miles away from 
Falk'd store, bad quit work and come to 
tbe hamlet, where he became drank. 
About midnight he was in Wood's saloon 
witb William Stewart, Jr. and Jim Wood- 
ward, and when the place was closed he 
asked Stewart to give him some blankets 
uptin which to sleep. 


His request was granted, and Curtis 


started toward a house belonging to Stew- 
art, in which he had formerly slept. 


Tbe house had been rented to Fred Fos- 


ter, and was at tbe time tenanted by him- 
self, bis wife and Leeper. 
The latter had 


been working on the Payette Canal, but he 
had become ill and had oome to Falk's 
store to rest. 


When Curtis reached tbe bouse hia re- 


quest for admission was denied. 
Mrs 


Foster told him that he could not sleep 
there, bat Curtis persisted, saying he 
would sleep in the house or kill every one 
in it. 


Finally Lreper said: "Give me that pis- 


tol, Fred, and I will scare him away." 


He fired a shot ovffr Curtis' head, and 


the latter raised a shot gun that be carried 
and fired point blank at Leeper. 
The lat- 


ter fell, crying out that he had been shot, 
and beseeching thoee present to run for a 
doctor. 


Curtis did not attempt to run away. 
He 


was held at Falk's store until daylight and 
then taken to Emmett, where there is a 
jail. A physician was not sent for until 
sunrise, and then Dr. Clymer of Emmett 
was summoned.

Uved nearly 


twelve hours and he continually moaned 
and wriihed with pain.

The eye always indicates the charac- 


ter of live man. Thu is particularly 
true of thieves, for the expert detective 
can tt.ll in almost every case whether or 
not a mau 13 a thief by simply looking 
him squarely in the eye. A well known 
detective in speaking of this matter, 
said: 


"Yes, I can-pick out a thief every time. 


I can't tell you what it is that gives the 
man away except that it is the expres- 
sion of the eye. In the first place, there 
are few thieves that will look you 
squarely in the eye unless they are 
obliged to do so. They will avoid your 
glance as long as they can, and even 
when they do face you and gaze steadily 
at you it is always with the same ex- 
pression. Although their eyes may ba 
wide open and the gaze apparently 
steady you will see, if you look closely, 
that there is something away bach 
through the corner trying to avoid you. 
I have picked ont numbers of thieves by 
this little dodging movement. I never 
saw a thief who was free from it. 


"Everybody has met that man who 


resolutely refuses to meet a steady gaze 
for more than three or four seconds at a 
time. It is not fair to say that all such 
persons are dishonest. In many cases? 
this peculiarity is a direct result of bash- 
fulness. A little close observation will 
enable the observer to put persons in 
tho class to which they belong. The 
man whose eye is almond shaped is al- 
most always dishonest at heart, if not 
in overt act. The eyes of some of the 
most notorious thieves in the country 
are of this pattern, and the expression 
given the face by this aort of eye is very 
striking."—Pittsburg Press.
